RUSS DEVELOPS 
FISHING BANKS 


Makes Strenous Efforts To De­ 
velop 
Sea 
Fisheries 
As 
Source Of New Food 
Supply. 


Archangel, Russia—.Soviet 
Russia 
has* made strenuous efforts this sum­ 
mer to develop her sea fisheries as a 
source of food supply, and in this 
connection, it was announced recently, 
new fishing grounds have been discov­ 
ered off Jugurski Schar in Arctic wat­ 
ers adjacent to 
Russia. 
The 
new j 
, fishing banks were located quite by 
| accident. 
It was during a cruise of the steam­ 
ship Malygin, of 1,500 tons, with Rys- 
sian sea scientists aboard, who were 
j doing research work for the purpose 
I of studying matters pertaining to the 
[ biological, hydrographical and meteor- 
! ological problems of the Polar regions 
I that great schools of fish were encoun­ 
tered. 
Further investigations in the 
same waters, off Jugurski Schar, re­ 
vealed that the fish 
made 
their 
“homes” there in great numbers. ThiB 
is said to be the most northerly fish­ 
ing banks in the world. 
Strong For Fisheries 
There are indications, not only on 
the Archangel coast, but in Northern 
Norway as well, that the Russian in­ 
terests are going in for deep sea fish­ 
ing on a much larger scale than at 
any time since the revolution. 
For­ 
merly the “Russian trade” was a main 
feature of such Norwegian towns as 
j Vardo and Hammerfest. 
As far back 
. 
as the fifteenth century the Pomors 
Committee Of Bankers Associa-* fished and traded 
along the 
Nor- 


confining their attention to the pur­ 
chase and shipping of the catches. In 
the five years ending in 1912, more 
than 140,000 tons were thus purchased, 
much of this going to England. 
With 
the war and tha revolution this trade 
vanished, hut now Russia has begun 
to buy fishing craft in Norway with 
which to catch her own fish, thus 
bringing about a great saving for 
the Russian people.

Begins Term in Trenton Prison 
For Bootleg Plot; Six Ac­ 
complices Also Sentenced. 


Philadelphia. Sept. 23.—Matthew F. 
Griffin, who for years headed the 
secret service bureau in this city, was 
taken to Mercer County Prison, in 
Trenton, late Munday afternoon after 
he and six other men, convicted of 
a conspiracy to divert $5,000,000 of 
whisky to bootleg channels, were sen­ 
tenced a few hours earlier by Federal 
Judge Charles L. McKeehan. 
Walking 
beside 
deputy 
United 
States marshals, who, out of regard 
for his age and his obviously shatter­ 
ed condition, did not add the ignominy 
of handcuffs to the distress of the 
man, who, in his day, was considered 
one of the best government detectives 
in the service. Griffiin, with five of his 
alleged co-conspirators, was taken to 
Trenton to serve three months mid 
fifteen days. 
Judge McKeehan pre­ 
viously had refused to free the* men 
on bail, and oi tiered that the sentences 
begin at once. 
One other man of those convicted 
with Griffin was sent Monday night 
to the federal penitentiary at At­ 
lanta, while the remaining member of 
the convicted “water-to-whisky" con­ 
spirators was allowed to 
stay 
at 
Movamensing Prison over night t< 
straighten out some business Tues­ 
day before beginning an eight-month 
sentence. 
Griffin, and six others who were 
sentenced Monday, had been convicted 
at two trials of withdrawing about 
$5,000,000,000 worth of whisky from 
government warehouses on legal per­ 
mits. ostensibly fo** export to Greece, 
then filling the original barrels with 
water and selling the whisky to boot­ 
leggers here.
